The gov­ 
ernment regulations provide that on 
the death of a president in office its 
flag shall be displayed at half mast 
only one day. 
In memory of the 350,000 Union sol 
diers who lost their lives during the 
civil war May 30. Memorial day. each 
year the L’uited States displays its flag 
at half mast at all army posts, stations 
and national cemeteries from sunrise 
to midday. 
Immediately before noon 
a dirge is played by the band or Held 
music, and the national salute of tweo 
ty-one guns is fired.

sion of this memorial tribute at noon 
the flag is hoisted 
to the top of the 
staff and remains there until sunset.

among 
e older practitioners 
that 
an old 
der had passed and a new one was 
¡ginning when 
the 
bailiff's 
gavel 
11 for the opening of this 
year’s 
ssion. 
Justice Hughes, fresh from 


the turmoil of political life, donned 


his judicial robe and hedged himself 


about, so to speak, with the old cus­ 
toms which are designed 
to shield 
the members of the highest tribunal 
from the annoyances of a career of 
ordinary activity. 
At the same time, 
Senior Associate Justice Harlan, rug­ 
ged 
and 
imperturbable 
despite 
his 
years, assumed for a time at least, 


the role of Chief Justice. 
Curiosity waited upon 
the admis­ 
sion of Justice Hughes 
to 
the Su­ 
preme bench. 
He had fought many 
hard fights in the political arena be­ 
fore passing into the judicial domain 
where deliberation and quiet are in 
marked contrast to the turmoil of 
his late occupation. 
If it is admit­ 
ted that temperament plays its part 
in the work of a justice 
of the Su­ 
preme bench, is it not possible, old­ 
er attorneys are asking, that Justice 
Hughes w ill carry with 
him 
some 
vestiges of his former career which 
w ill manifest themselves in his atti­ 
tude towards questions of public in­ 
terest which cannot be answered at 
all times according to fixed 
prece­ 
dents and principles of law. 
Justice Hughes fits easily into his 
new place. 
From the 
moment 
he 
arose to take the oath of his office 
it w'as apparent that temperamentally 
at least, he was well 
equipped 
to 
play the high part to which he had 
been assigned 
by 
President 
Taft. 
The nervousness that usually marks 
;he swearing In of a new justice w'as 
not apparent in his case. 
He read 
his oath calm ly and in 
a 
subdued 
voi c, giving 
the 
impression 
that 
h, 
• wras less of 
mere 
formality 
and 
more of conviction 
about the 
lemony than has come to be looked 
jr in incidents of the kind. 
On the bench, too, he presents a 
striking appearance. 
There is, prob­ 
ably, more of a 
sympathetic 
look 
about his eyes— one which w ill doubt­ 


less attract the 
younger 
attorneys 
who find it something of an ordeal to 
face the court. 
At the 
same time 
his face bears the unmistakable lines 
of the strenuous days 
he 
has put 
behind him, and one might very well 
surmise from a glance at him in his 
place on the bench that there w ill be 
no hesitancy in making 
a 
decision 
that might cause a country-wide up­ 
heaval if his sense of justice led him 
to that 
conclusion. 
There 
Is 
no 
doubt that he is positive, unevftsive, 
direct, and it is to be expected that 
these characteristics 
w ill 
manifest 
themselves within the lim its of that 
rigorous 
judicial 
propriety 
which 
one instinctively associates with the 
Supreme court. 
To those familiar 
with 
the prac­ 
tices of the court, in 
an 
intimate 
fashion, the assumption of the role 
of chief justice by Justice H arlan is 
no less an event. 
Justice Harlan dif­ 
fers temperamentally 
from the late 
chief justice, who swathed himself in 
the dignity with which the tribunal 
is surrounded. 
Justice H arlan is no 
less dignified, but in his case the dig­ 
nity strikes one as being incidental 
a nd entirely subservient to the rug­ 
g ed, forceful character which directs 
the proceedings without leaning up­ 
on the court traditions for aid. 
This w'as seen on the second day 
of the present term when the court 
transacted its 
first 
business. 
The 
presiding justice lifted the attorneys 
who crowded the court room out of 
the pitfalls into which they stumbled; 


set them right in a matter-of-fact but 
most effective way, repressed tbose 
whose nervousness led them to im­ 
pulsive mistakes, and set the whole 
m achinery of the court working wuth 
an admirable smoothness. 
Although 
Justice 
Harlan 
never 
rises above the 
point 
of 
judicial 
ca lm, the cra ck o f a whip could not 
have been more 
stimulating 
than 
his orders. 
This was manifest when 
one of the older attorneys, in a mo ­ 
ment o f la x ity , sa t upo n the a rm o f 
a cha ir. 
The presiding justice da rt­ 
ed a rather eagle-like look in his di­ 
rection and said: 
“ The gentleman will 
get 
o ff the 
arm of that chair and take a seat.” 
No 
attorney 
ever 
moved 
more 
nimbly to obey a direction. 
Before 
the reprimand had been administer­ 
ed almost, the lawyer was in a seat. 
Much interest attaches to the per­ 
sonality of the two men who are to 
fill the vacancies on the bench. 
If 
they resemble either Justice Hughes 
or Presiding Justice 
Harlan 
there 
w ill be ample basis for the 
convic­ 
tion that the 
important 
decisions 
w ill not suffer in directness.
